he barrage of tabloid 
headlines—scream- 
ing fights, ultima- 
tums, impending 
separation—had 
been relentless.

from Mercy Medical Center in Rog- 
ers, Ark., to University of Arkansas for 
Medical Sciences in Little Rock after a 
gallstone attack triggered contractions 
and then a dangerously high spike in 
blood pressure. As doctors prepared 
to cut her open, Michelle says, “I was 
saying to myself, “This baby is so small, 
I don’t think she can survive.” 

Over a month later, baby Josie 
remains in intensive care, now at 
Arkansas Children’s Hospital, recu- 
perating from a bowel perforation. Says 
her physician Dr. Robert Arrington, 


codirector of the neonatal intensive 
care unit, “She responded to placement 
of an abdominal drain, plus antibiotics, 
and did not require an open operation.” 
At press time Josie was taking breast 
milk (pumped every few hours by 
Michelle) through a feeding tube and 
weighed in at 2 lbs., 3 oz. She will likely 
remain hospitalized until closer to 
Michelle’s original March 18 due date. 
“Tt isa miracle she is doing so well,” says 
Jim Bob, 44. “We feel like first-time 
parents all over again.” 

Now living in a rented 8,115-sq.-ft. 
home less than a mile from the hospi- 
tal, the 17 Duggar kids still at home are 
settling into their new environment 
away from Tontitown, Ark., with home- 
schooling, field trips around Little Rock 
and prayers for Josie.

What is the most important information | should know 
about CHANTIX?

CHANTIX has not been studied with other treatments for stopping 
smoking. 

What should | tell my doctor before taking CHANTIX?

+ have kidney problems or get kidney dialysis. Your doctor may 
prescribe a lower dose of CHANTIX for you. 

+ have any allergies. See the end of this Medication Guide for a 
complete list of ingredients in CHANTIX. 

* are pregnant or plan to become pregnant. CHANTIX has not 
been studied in pregnant women. It is not known if CHANTIX will 
harm your unborn baby. It is best to stop smoking before you get 
pregnant. 

* are breastfeeding. Although it was not studied in humans, 
CHANTIX may pass into breast milk. You and your doctor 
should talk about the best way to feed your baby if you take 
CHANTIX. 

Tell your doctor about all your other medicines including prescription 
and nonprescription medicines, vitamins and herbal supplements. 
Especially, tell your doctor if you take: 

+ insulin 

+ asthma medicines 

+ blood thinners. 


When you stop smoking, there may be a change in 
how these and other medicines work for you. 
You should not use CHANTIX while using other medicines to quit 
smoking. Tell your doctor if you use other treatments to quit smoking. 
Know the medicines you take. Keep a list of them with you to show 
your doctor and pharmacist when you get a new medicine. 


How should | take CHANTIX? 


* Take CHANTIX exactly as prescribed by your doctor. 

1. Choose a quit date when you will stop smoking. 

2. Start taking CHANTIX 1 week (7 days) before your quit 
date. This lets CHANTIX build up in your body. You can keep 
smoking during this time. Make sure that you try and stop 
smoking on your quit date. If you slip-up and smoke, try 
again. Some people need to take CHANTIX for a few weeks 
for CHANTIX to work best.

Three decades ago a baby born before 
26 weeks had a poor chance of survival, 
according to experts, but today 8 out 
of 10 micro preemies make it. Josie’s 
doctors “do not know if there will be 
any developmental problems or not,” 
says Jim Bob. “We have no idea if she’s 
going to need therapies or how she will 
develop.” 

Josie’s early arrival capped an emo- 
tional year for the family. In December 
2008 Michelle delivered her 18th child, 
Jordyn-Grace; two months later Jim 
Bob’s father, Jimmy Lee, died ofa brain 
tumor; and this past October the Dug- 
gars became grandparents when their 
eldest child, Josh, 21, and his wife, 
Anna, 21, had a baby girl. The devoutly 
Christian Duggars have been criticized 
for supersizing their family—Michelle 
went off birth control after a miscar- 
riage in 1988 and since then has gotten 
pregnant about every 18 months. They 
say they consider each child a bless- 
ing from God. “This pregnancy was 
one of our closer-together ones,” says 
Michelle, who learned she was preg- 
nant only 6 months after giving birth 
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to Jordyn. “When I started having 
back pain, I thought it might be kidney 
stones that can act up with pregnancies 
close together.” 

After the gallstone attack and ele- 
vated blood pressure, Michelle was 
diagnosed with preeclampsia, or 
pregnancy-induced hypertension, 
which can be fatal for both mother and 
fetus. Having many pregnancies isn’ta 
risk factor for preeclampsia, according 
to expert Dr. Jeannine Rahimian, chief 
of the Generalist Division of OB-GYN 
at UCLA Medical Center, but “being 
under 20 or over 40 is,” she says. 

With her blood pressure climbing, 
Michelle and Jim Bob prayed and then 
watched as doctors delivered Josie, 
barely 12 inches long, “with a head the 
size of a billiard ball,” says Jim Bob. 
“She was tiny, but perfect.” 

Five days later, when 10 of the Dug- 
gars children returned from an annual 
humanitarian trip to El Salvador, the 
entire clan gathered at the hospital and 
“had a family meeting,” says Jim Bob. 
“Then we went across the hallway into 
Josie’s room to see her. The little ones

asked questions: ‘Why is she so small?’ 
Some of the children were crying.” 

Michelle and Jim Bob take shifts at 
the hospital and at their temporary 
home (the thrifty couple live off real 
estate investments and the income 
from a book and their show on TLC, 
which will air 19 Kids and Counting: 
Special Duggar Delivery on Jan. 31; 
their insurance is covering Josie’s care). 
Crediting their faith and “prayers of 
people around the world” for strength- 
ening them, Michelle sometimes relives 
the horror of Josie’s delivery. “The fear 
comes flooding back,” she says, “and 
the only peace I knew was talking to 
God through it all.” But Josie’s difficult 
birth has brought the Duggars closer 
together as a family—and, despite the 
uncertainty about her future, they 
won't rule out having baby No. 20. Says 
Michelle: “We'll just wait and see what 
God has in store.” 

For now, Michelle is content to 
anticipate new milestones with Josie. 
“T want to be able to nurse her,” she says 
softly, “and for her daddy to get to hold 
her.” Jim Bob’s dreams are even big- 
ger: “She’s 20, she’s wearing a big, white 
wedding dress. I’m walking her down 
the aisle, and I tell her she is a miracle,” 
he says.

lympic medalist Nancy 
Kerrigan’s life has never lacked 
for drama: a bizarre 1994 


assault plotted by fellow skater Tonya 
Harding, a glorious glide to Olympic sil- 
ver, multiple miscarriages on the way to 
having three beautiful children. 

But even by Kerrigan’s standards, the 
death of her dad, Dan, 70, defies imagi- 
nation. On Jan. 24 he was found on the 
floor of his Stoneham, Mass., home and 
pronounced dead hours later, after an 
apparent attack by Nancy’s brother 
Mark, 45, an Army vet who lived with 
his parents and struggled with PTSD. 
According to police, Mark—who plead- 
ed not guilty to an assault charge—put 
his hands around his father’s throat, 
knocking him down during a dispute 
over using the telephone. While Dan’s 
wife, Brenda, 69, told the Boston Herald 
that Dan had died of a heart attack, no 
official cause of death had been deter- 
mined at press time.

“I can’t 
imagine,” says former Olympian Kristi 
Yamaguchi, “what Nancy is feeling.”

The drama of recent days might seem 
to be a last straw, but their separation 
predates John’s Jan. 21 statement—“I 
am Quinn’s father”—acknowledging 
paternity of 23-month-old Frances 
Quinn Hunter, his child with a videog- 


rapher on his presidential campaign. 
And it is unrelated to a January tab- 
loid report that John hit on a woman 
ina Wilmington, Del., bar. (Elizabeth, 
says a friend, “dismissed it. She was 
like ‘I know that lady; she’s been our 
waitress before.’”) 

Instead, there has been a lingering 
doubt on her part, and frustration on 
his, say friends. “Elizabeth is now abit 
mistrustful, which she has every right 
to be,” says John confidant Michael 
Cucchiara. “And John feels like ‘I 
can’t live with you checking my cell 
phone, asking who I was with, where 
I went. That’s not how I want to live 
the rest of my life. I think they real- 
ized she still doesn’t trust him and 
therefore they shouldn’t live together 
until she can.” Adds Anania: “Most of 
the time, he is really sweet and nice to 
her. It comes down to, ‘Okay, what’s 
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the last lie you told me?’” 

Even after learning of John’s infi- 
delity in December 2006, she stuck 
with her husband, both as a spouse 
and a contender for the White House. 
The couple stood united as voters and 
even staffers who had once embraced 
candidate John Edwards—who ran 
on an anti-poverty pledge to end the 
“two Americas”—turned away when 
he was revealed to be, ironically, living 
two lives. Once upon a time, “John was 
a guy who would go back to his room 
and watch a ball game or call Elizabeth 
or his kids,” says Harrison Hickman, 
who has known John since his days as 
atrial lawyer. But over time, “he started 
to think the rules didn’t apply to him.” 

Some wondered if she stayed in the 
marriage out of political ambition. 
When her cancer returned four months 
after John’s private confession, Eliza- 
beth stood bravely smiling at her hus- 
band’s side, supporting his decision to 
stay in the race. “I’ve always wondered 
why in March 2007, John and Eliza- 
beth, who both knew about the affair, 
didn’t say, ‘This is a safe exit now from 
the campaign,” says Hickman. Oth- 
ers accepted that she stayed for their 
children’s sake—or just maybe there 
was still love between these troubled 
spouses. As recently as last May Eliza- 
beth wrote in her memoir, Resilience, “I 
am his and he is mine.” 

Today things are different. After 
sharing what Anania describes as a 
“really nice” Christmas with kids Jack, 
9, Emma Claire, 11, and Cate, 27, Eliza- 
beth and John quietly separated. She 
is living in their Chapel Hill, N.C., man- 
sion, while he divides his time between 
an annex they call “the barn,” and their 
beach house 160 miles away. 

Although upset by the split, which 
some of his friends describe as just “for 
now,” John, 56, is relieved to have come 
clean on Quinn’s paternity and gotten 
past the awkwardness of introducing 
the girl not only to Elizabeth but to his 
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parents, Wallace and 
Bobbie Edwards, who 
live in Robbins, N.C. 
“She’s a gift,” says Wal- 
lace, 77. “It was impor- 
tant to John that she 
had the same upbring- 
ing, love and care that 
his other children 
have had.” Bobbie, 
76, says they’ve also 
met Quinn’s mother, 
Rielle Hunter, 45. 
“She’s been very gra- 
cious about letting us 
visit Quinn whenever 
we wanted.” John has 
been paying child sup- DEC.

port the past year but 
had not until Jan. 20 
reached an agreement 
giving him “liberal vis- 
itation” and Hunter primary custody 
and undisclosed monetary support (she 
had sought $18,000 per month). 

With Elizabeth accompanying him 
on the real-estate rounds, John bought 
a $535,000 Char- 
lotte, N.C., home for 
Hunter and Quinn. 
(Hunter refused to 
comment.) Hunter 
and John have no con- 
tact on the advice of 
their attorneys—and 
because “that’s been a 
deal breaker for Eliza- 
beth,” says Cucchiara. 
“He’s deeply in love 
with Elizabeth and 
would love to make it 
work out.” 

For Elizabeth, mak- 
ing her peace with 
Quinn is about paving 
the way for her chil- 
dren to have arelation- 
ship with this new half 
sibling.

told Jack and Emma, “You're 
going to hear some stuff, so I 
want you to know we do have 
another member of our fam- 
ily. Whenever you think you 
are ready to meet her, you tell 
me.

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ight days after his dog, Angel, 
= saved his life, 11-year-old Austin 

Forman was missing her terribly. 
The golden retriever was at the vet, 
recuperating from wounds incurred 
when she leapt between Austin and a 
wild cougar in their backyard in rural 
Boston Bar, British Columbia. But he 
wasn’t allowed to visit the family pet 
because, says his mom, Sherri, “she’s 
so excitable” that she might have 
jumped up and reinjured herself. Adds 
Austin: “We call her the kangaroo.” 

When Angel came home Jan. 9, she 
made good on her nickname and— 
despite bruises, stitches, staples and 
over two dozen puncture wounds from 
the attack—happily leaped up to greet 
the boy whose life she nearly gave up 
her own to protect. Says Sherri, 39, 
who has raised five children in this 
remote community: “She has a spirit 
unlike any animal I have seen.” 

It was an emotional moment after a 
week of tributes that included world- 
wide headlines and the announcement 
of an upcoming award ceremony from 
the tiny town’s police force. “She’s 
pretty much the bravest dog I’ve ever 
seen,” says Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police constable Chad Gravelle, who 
arrived on the scene minutes after 
18-month-old Angel put herself in 
the path of the cougar as it charged 
at Austin. The sixth grader, who had 
been loading firewood into a wheel- 
barrow, sprinted into his house while 
his mother phoned 911. Then the fam- 
ily watched helplessly as the big cat 
mauled their pet. Gravelle shot the 
cougar, then pried Angel’s seemingly 
lifeless head from its jaws. No one 
expected the heroic dog to live, but 
“the next thing we knew, she sucked 
this big breath of air in and started 
coughing out blood,” recalls Sherri. 

Now neighbors are stopping by with 
bones, homemade dog treats and get- 
well notes. “My grandpa just finished 
building her a doghouse with an insu- 
lated floor,” says Austin. “She’s going 
to be spoiled rotten from now on.”

2. Prevention of exercise-induced asthma.

What should | avoid while taking SINGULAIR? 


If you have asthma and if your asthma is made 
worse by aspirin, continue to avoid aspirin or other 
medicines called non-steroidal anti-inflammatory 
drugs while taking SINGULAIR. 


What are the possible side effects of SINGULAIR? 


The side effects of SINGULAIR are usually mild, and 
generally did not cause patients to stop taking their 
medicine. The side effects in patients treated with 
SINGULAIR were similar in type and frequency to side 
effects in patients who were given a placebo (a pill 
containing no medicine). 


The most common side effects with SINGULAIR 
include: 
* stomach pain 
stomach or intestinal upset 
heartburn 
tiredness 
fever 
stuffy nose 
cough 
flu 
upper respiratory infection 
dizziness 
headache 
rash 


Less common side effects that have happened with 
SINGULAIR include: 
* increased bleeding tendency 
* allergic reactions |including swelling of the face, lips, 
tongue, and/or throat (which may cause trouble 
breathing or swallowing), hives and itching) 
* drowsiness, pins and needles/numbness, 
seizures (convulsions or fits) 
* palpitations 
* nose bleed 
¢ diarrhea, indigestion, inflammation of the 
pancreas, nausea, vomiting 
* hepatitis 
* bruising 


* joint pain, muscle aches and muscle cramps 
* swelling 


Behavior and mood-related changes have been 
reported: agitation including aggressive behavior or 
hostility, bad/vivid dreams, depression, feeling anxious, 
hallucinations (seeing things that are not there), irritability, 
restlessness, sleep walking, suicidal thoughts and 
actions (including suicide), tremor, trouble sleeping. 
Tell your doctor if you experience behavior or mood- 
related changes while taking SINGULAIR. 


Rarely, asthmatic patients taking SINGULAIR have 
experienced a condition that includes certain 
symptoms that do not go away or that get worse. 
These occur usually, but not always, in patients who 
were taking steroid pills by mouth for asthma and 
those steroids were being slowly lowered or stopped. 
Although SINGULAIR has not been shown to cause 
this condition, you must tell your doctor right away if 
you get one or more of these symptoms: 

* a feeling of pins and needles or numbness of

* a flu-like illness 
* rash 


* severe inflammation (pain and swelling) of the 
sinuses (sinusitis)

Do not give SINGULAIR to other 
people even if they have the same symptoms you 
have. It may harm them. Keep SINGULAIR and all 
medicines out of the reach of children.

adding around his Malibu 
home in bare feet, a deeply 
tanned Greg Louganis looks 
relaxed, rested and remark- 
ably healthy. Gazing out over his back- 
yard pool, with its Olympic-ring logo 
and a platform perfect for practicing 
reverse somersaults, the four-time 
gold medalist gestures to his four dogs 
and says something surprising: “They 
use it more than I do.” Diving, he says, 
feels “like a totally separate life.” 
More than 20 years after learning he 
was HIV positive—a diagnosis widely 
seen as a death sentence at the time— 
Louganis, who turned 50 on Jan. 29, 
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is thriving. Exercise, acupuncture 
and medication have helped keep his 
immune system and 5'9”, 175-Ib. frame 
strong, and while the virus remains in 
his body, it is now undetectable. Says 
his doctor Tony Mills: “He’s in excel- 
lent health.” 

Louganis’s daily life reveals little 
evidence of his illness. He takes 10 
pills like clockwork—halfin the morn- 
ing, half at night—and undergoes reg- 
ular blood tests to check his immune 
system. Aside from being potentially 
more vulnerable to illness, he’s a typi- 
cal fitness-conscious Californian who 
hits the gym daily (current favorite

workout: hip-hop dance class) and 
worries about the silver streaks in his 
wavy mane. “I take my meds and go 
about my business of living,” he says. 
“T don’t really dwell on it.” 

That attitude has helped Louganis 
persevere, says his doctor, even in the 
face of such threats as a fast-moving 
staph infection that nearly claimed 
his left leg a few years ago. “To hit 
your head on a diving board, have it 
sewn up, get back on the board and 
win gold—it’s that spirit,” says Mills, 
referring to the infamous accident at 
the ’88 Olympics in which Louganis 
bashed his head during prelims as 
the world flinched in horror. “He’s an 
amazing man with this amazing flame 
in him that doesn’t go out.” 

Louganis—who retired from 
the sport after the *88 Games—has 
replaced diving with another passion: 
the four dogs he lovingly calls “the 
kids” (Nipper, Dobby, Gryff and Hed- 
wig; yes, he’s a diehard Harry Potter 
fan), whom he trains for canine-agility 
contests. “They’ve helped me find my 
strength,” says Louganis. “Because it 
wasn’t always there.” 

Adopted by Greek-American 
parents and raised near San Diego, 
Louganis was taunted as achild over 
the color of his skin (his birth father 
was Samoan) and his then-undi- 
agnosed dyslexia. “They called me 
retard, dummy, moron,” he says. “I 
got beat up at the bus stop a lot.” 

But he found his calling on the div- 
ing board, taking the sport by storm 
after winning an Olympic silver in 
1976, at age 16, and going on to win 
two golds at the ’84 Los Angeles 
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“I consider him my 
soulmate,” says 
Daniel McSwiney (at 
their home in Malibu). 
“Greg’s just got this 
great, positive aura.”

Games and two more in Seoul in 1988. 
“He was a superhero,” says pal Jeanne 
White-Ginder, 62, whose son Ryan 
got HIV from a blood transfusion and 
died in 1990 at age 18. “Yet he’s always 
put others before himself.” 

Still, behind the medals and win- 
ning smile, he struggled privately. 
“Secrets are incredibly isolating and 
exhausting,” says Louganis, who came 
out of the closet and revealed his medi- 
cal secret in his 1995 memoir Breaking 
the Surface. Battling depression and 
addiction, Louganis—who endured a 
relationship with an abusive partner 
(who died of AIDS-related illness in 
1990)—stole his dad’s pain pills after 
his death in 1991 and went to rehab a 
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few years later after a severe infection 
in his colon left him hooked on meds. 
He spiraled again after the 2004 death 
of his mom, Frances. “She was my 
rock,” says Louganis, who would drink 
heavily to numb the pain. “When she 
passed, I was lost.” 

A 2006 DUI arrest was a “huge 
wake-up call,” he says. “I asked myself, 
‘What the hell are you doing?’” Now 
more than three years sober, he’s in 
a loving relationship with Daniel 
McSwiney, 46, whom he met online 
and who is HIV-negative. “Greg’s got 
the biggest heart,” says McSwiney, a 
former computer programmer. “And 
he’s a goofball at times.” 

What challenge would the five-time

RV with Daniel and the dogs, which 
bring an inner peace he has long 
sought. “I’m much more comfortable 
in my own skin now. I am,” he says,

n Survivor, Jennifer Lyon 
endured the elements—and 
cutthroat scheming—on a 
North Pacific island. When 
she died of cancer at 37 on Jan. 19, the 
setting was much more peaceful: She 
gathered her loved ones at an Oregon 
retreat that she found on the Internet. 
Says her sister Kim: “You could hear the 
river from the room that she was in.” 
That quiet grace marked Lyon’s life, 
both as ananny in her pre-Survivor days 
and as the sweet, under-the-radar con- 
testant who finished fourth in the Palau 
contest that aired in 2005. “Over the past 
weeks we had some beautiful talks about 
life and death,” says host Jeff Probst, who 
last saw her the morning after a Survivor 
10-year reunion on Jan. 9. “Jenn was so 
willing to share what she was feeling.” 
In 2004 Lyon “felt something in 
my right breast that didn’t feel nor- 
mal,” she said, but dismissed it as 
scar tissue from her breast implants, 
self-diagnosing in part because 
she lacked insurance. A year 
later—just three months 
after the Survivor finale—she 
learned she had stage 3 breast 
cancer. After months of chemo 
and drug therapy, the cancer 
returned to her backbone in 
2008. “Survivor taught me 
there’s an end in sight,” she told 
Prope in 2005. “As hard as it is, 
it will be over, and you have to 
appreciate every day.”

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It was during one of O’Donnell’s 
first radio shows in November that 
she went public with the news that 
she and Carpenter, 42, were no lon- 
ger living together.

Although she has remained out of 
the spotlight for years (save for an ill- 
fated 2006-2007 stint on The View, 
which she says “wasn’t the right fit 
for me”), she hints that her fame also 
was an issue: “I cast a big shadow. 
Everyone deserves the sun.” 

Of course the split has been hardest 
on their children Parker, 14, Chelsea, 
12, Blake, 10, and Vivienne, 7. “The kids 
said, ‘You promised that you would 
never break up,” she recalls. ““You 
broke your promise.” Parker, she 
says, “understands it the most,” while 
“it’s confusing” for Chelsea, and even 
more difficult for the younger kids— 
especially Blake, who was diagnosed 
with auditory processing disorder 
(a learning disability) two years ago. 
“It’s hard for him to understand 
change,” says O’Donnell. (Speech- 
language therapy, she notes, has trans-

“a huge flower.”) 

Custody arrangements remain pri- 
vate, but O’Donnell and Carpenter— 
who runs R Family Vacations; lives 
in Nyack and New York City; and has 
not met Kachtick-Anders—are rais- 
ing the kids “equally.” Online rumors 
that Carpenter has primary custody of 
her biological daughter, Vivi, are not 
true, says O’Donnell. “All four chil- 
dren are together. We’re not separat- 
ing the kids.” 

In fact more children may be on 
their way. Not only is O’Donnell think- 
ing of taking in orphans from Haiti, 
but Kachtick-Anders and her six kids, 
ages 6 to 18, are “hopefully moving to 
Nyack,” she says. (The families spent 
time together over the holidays.) “Our 
group of kids together is like the Brady 
Bunch on steroids,” O’Donnell jokes. 
“Or the Gay-dy Bunch.”
